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Indian Fight Near Ville de wur 
ventura. 

Denver, Col., October 17. 
The New Mexican publishes a com- 
munication from Ville de Saiburaven- 
tura, Mexico, under date of Septem- 
ber 80th, giving an sccount of a fight 
with the Indians on the 20th ultimo, | 
neat that point at 6 A. u. Indians at- 
tacked a rench six miles west, taking 
off some horses. Sixty well armed | 
and mounted citizens, headed by the 
civil authorities of the town, at once’ 
went in pursuit. The Indians 
in a deep ravine, or canyon, and 
in a fight which ensued the Ameri- 
cans lost eight horses killed and one 
man wounded. The Mexicans were 
forced to retreat. The Indian loss 
could not be ascertained. A Mexic 
woman of Oabero, N. M., and a M 
can boy aged nine years, who were 
captured by the Indians last August 
ia New Mexico, escaped from the In- 
dians near the scene of the fight, and 
joined the Mexiean party. From 
them the following facts have 
been learned. The Indian party 
consists of 12 bucks and their fam- 
ilies and are the remnants of Victo- 
ria’s band, led by Victoria's brother. 
They have with them four other cap- 
tives whose ages range from seven to 
sixteen years. Most all are from 
New Mexico, The Indians are well 
equipped in every respect. Their in- 
tention is to proceed toward Chihu- 
hua with the view of exchanging their 
white captives for Indian captives. 


The Great Northwest.

Her crew remained in the rig- 
ging all night, with the sea breaking 
over the vessel and washing her deck 
load away. The Searagossa was moored 
in the inner harbor receiving her car- 
go. She broke her moorings and éar- 
ryingaway the wharf, fetched up on 
the beach. She was got off next day 
uninjured. Great damage was done to 
houses by the hurricane, coming as it 
did after the powder explosion and an 
unusual wet season, the greater part 
of the houses shew signs of falling in. 
The river rose to a great hight and it 
was said 500 lives were lost in neigh- 
boring towns from the freshet. At 
Rosario, water came inte the town. 
The Tajo mine has 500 feet of water in 
the main shaft and two feet of mud in 
the mill. It will take a month to 
pump out the mine, if no accident oc- 
curs to the pumps, now fifty feet under 
water. Three hundred houses of all 
classes destroyed.
